Washington, April 25.—(Special.)—The ad- 
ministration’s plan. to wage open warfare 
against the advocates of free silver in the 
south is raising a storm of indignation. 
All the office holders have been instructed 
to put their shoulders to the wheel and a 
heroic effort is to be made in the south 
and west to stem the rising tide against 
gold monometallism. Mr. Cleveland his 
instructed his secretary of the treasury, 
Mr. Carlisle, to sound the keynote of the 
coming battle at the ‘“‘sound’’ money con- 
vention to be held at Memphis next month. 
The president’s ready letter writer is in 
order and he will supplement the Carlisle 
speech with some of his own views on the 
subject. 

In Kentucky a regular administration 
campaign is to be waged against Senator 
Joe Blackburn with the purpose of defeat- 
ing him because he has been unswerving 
in his devotion to free silver. It is pretty 
generally believed that Mr. Carlisle him- 
self desired to make the fight against 
Blackburn, but fearful of his personal de- 
feat, decided that it was best to make 
Representative McCreary, chairman of the 
foreign affairs committee, the administra- 
tion candidate. McCreary was once gov- 
ernor of Kentucky. He is one of the most 
adroit trimmers and hedgers in public life. 
He has voted for free coinage time and 
again in the past, but now renounces the 
‘cause of the people in order to secure the 
backing of the administration. All the 
federal office holders insKentucky will be 
instructed to aid McCreary, and the whole 
influence of the administration will be 
used to compass his election. 

Word comes from there that the presi- 
dent’s invasion of that state has raised a 
storm of indignation. The rank and file 
of the democracy of the state are for free 
silver, and Blackburn's friends predict tlLat 
all the powers of the goldbugs will avail 
nothing against the strong popular senti- 
ment in favor of free silver. 

-Fusion Politics in North Carolina. 

Senator Pritchard, of North Carolina, is 
in the city for a day or two and will leave 
tomorrow for Boston, where he will de- 
liver a speech at the Grant dinner Satur- 
day wight... Discussing the situation in-his 
state, he said he belleved the next na- 
tional convention would have a solid re- 
publican delegation from North Carolina 
in favor of McKinley for president, al- 
though he admitted that Reed had miny 
friends there. He believes the Mckinley 
Sentiment is strongest be@®ause the south 
needs building up, and that can be done 
Only through the policy of protection, of 
which McKinley is the greatest living ex- 
ponent. Senator Pritchard also stated his 
belief in the fact that North Carolina 
would send a delegation to the convention 
ready to vote for free coinage. He did not 
say whether he thought a free coinage 
plank would be put in the platform, but he 
is confident that the convention will do 
something more than make the usual per- 
functory promise, and that it will declare 
in favor of an enlarged and freer use of 
silver. 


TEXAS SILVERITES. 


A Proclamation Is To Be Issued and 
> a Convention Called. 

Austin, Tex,, April 25.—The 16 to 1 silver 
men of the legislature held a caucus to- 
‘night at which they declared themselves 
unequivocally in favor of free and unlimit- 
ed coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
This action is expected to lead within the 
mext two years to a permanent split in 
the democracy of Texas, 

Ex-United States Senator John Reagan 
has established himself as leader cf the new 
silver party, and it is believed he will be 
nominated for governor in 1896. The caucus 
tonight decided to introduce a resolution in 
_the house of representatives, vledsing the 
Texas democracy to the 16 to 1 doctrine, to

Texas to rally to their support, aud to 
make arrangements for calling a _ silver 
conference this summer to declare for free 
coinage.

Goldbugs Abandon the Fight in the 
State of Illinois, 


CONFRONTED WITH THEIR WEAKNESS. 


They Give Up the Fight Even in 
Chicago. 


THE STATE CONVENTION FOR SILVER, 


No Doubt Now That the Democrats 
Will Have a Clean Walkover 
for Silver 


Chicago, April 25.—(Special.)}—The sole 
topic in Chicago today has been the action 
of the ‘“‘Honest Money League” in declaring 
after a vigorous canvass to see if it could 
not capture the Cook county delegation to 
the state convention, that it will have noth- 
ing to do with that conventicn, as it does 
not think the state executive committee had 
any right to make the call. 

It is an abject surrender and the Silver 
men now have their own way in Chicago. 
Cook county’s aelegation to the Springfield 
convention will be unquestionably over- 
whelmingly for silver and the state demo- 
cratic convention will make a clean-cut 
declaration in favor of the free coinage of 
silver. 

It will be reitanuaibeeal that the call for 
the state convention was made about 
three , weeks’ ago, the state execu- 
tive committee by a vote of . 30 
to 7 fixing. June 5th as_ the date and 
Springfield the place for a state con- 
vention of the democrats of Il]inois for the 
purpose of making a declartion on the cur- 
reney question which would remove any 
grounds for straddling. 

The conventicn having been fixed for more 
than two months ahead, nobody kicked as 
to ample time being allowed, but some of 
the goldbug democrats of Chicago and near- 
ly all of the federal office holders declared 
that there was no necessity for a atate con- 
vention. 

They had nothing to do, however, but to 
submit. Even the goldbug organs, headed 
by The Record, with the largest circulation 
in Chicago, declared that the call was per- 
fectly regular—as of course it was. 

Under the leadership of Postmaster Wash- 
ington Hesing and other well-known federal 
Officials, and some of the prominent gold- 
bug democrats, an organization called the 
“Honest Money League’ was effected. 
Headquarters were establisned at the Palm- 
er house, canvassers were engaged to cover 
the whole city and everything was put in 
readiness for the *campaign to capture 
Cook county, which-has nearly half of the 
delegates to the state convention, and with 
the vote of the delegation of which county 
the convention could probably have been 
controlled. 

The “Honest Money League” has worked 
day and night and has made all sorts of 
declarations as to the overwhelming 
strength of the gold standard sentiment in 
Chicago. It filled the newspapers with. ac- 
counts of the.wonderful work it was doing 
and it really seemed as if it had inaugu- 
rated a first-class band-wagon campaign. 

But it has suddenly collapsed. 

Its leaders have been brought to a reali- 
zation of the inevitable and ascertain on in- 
vestigation that Cook county, which acts 
on May 30th, will unquestionably send an 
overwhelming silver delegation to the 
Springfield convention. 

Walk-Over for Free Silver. 

Not having the courage to go to the polls 
With certain defeat staring it in the 
face, the league has issued a proclamation 
claiming that the call for a state convention 
' Was unauthorized and appealing to the 
democrats of the state not to have any- 
thing to do with it. 

This insures a walk-over for the free sil- 
ver sentiment in the state democratic con- 
vention which meets in June. 

It is doubtless the hope and the belief of 
the anti-silver or goldite element that 
things will be different, if not next week 
or next month, at least next year, and be- 
cause @f this belief in the swinging back 
of the pendulum they are bitterly opposed 
to the convention in June, which is al- 
most certain to commit the Illinois democ- 
racy to the free coinage of thé white metal. 

Postmaster Hesing, who may be said to 
represent the Cleveland mugwump “Honest 
Money League” minority, gave expression 
today to some sentiments with regard to 
the June convention which are worth quot- 
ing, because they practically contain the 
gist of all that has been said on the Iro- 
quois or silk-stocking side of the house: 

“The action of the state central com- 
mittee,”’ he said, “in calling a convention 
for the purpose of committing the demo- 
crats of this state to a free coinage cdéc- 
laration is utterly untenable and without 
warrant of any law, moral or political. 
It is yet twelve months till the meeting of 
the national convention and no state con- 
vention has any right to prejudice the se- 
tion of the national convention. A declara- 
tion of principles for the party is formu- 
lated by the national convention, which is 


doctrine. No state convention can commit 
the members of the party on questions of 
national policy.

LANDING TROOPS. 


No Doubt Men Are Being Sent Ashore 
From British Ships. 


LIMTLE NICARAGUA I} HELPLESS 


President Cleveland Holds That This 
Country Cannot Interfere. 


LIVES AND PROPERTY ARE SAFE 


There Wil] Not Be a Bombardment— 
Zellaya Wili Have To Pay the In- 
demnity Demanded by England. 


New York, April 25.—The Herald’s spe- 
cial cable from Managua says that the 
following is the text of a dispatch received 
by the Nicaraguan government from Ad- 
of the British fleet of 
warships now at Corinto: 

“Having received instructions from her 
majesty’s government to hand you the ac. 
companying dispatch from Lord’ Kimber- 
ley, her majesty’s principal secretary of 
state for foreign affairs, I have the honor 
to present to your exceliency Commander 
Stokes, of her majesty’s The Royal Ar- 
thur, who is the bearer of this dispatch, 
together with a letter and prodlamation 
from me. I thave the honor to inform 
your excellency that, unless I receive a 
reply within three days from date, con- 
taining the full compliance of the Nica- 
reguan. government with the demands con- 
tained in Lord Kimberley’s dispatch, or, in 
event of no answer being received within 
the time fixed, or if the answer is un- 
satisfactory, I shall at once land an armed 
force, taking military possession of Co- 
rinto by occupying the customs buildings 
and appointing Captain Frederick Per- 
cival French, of The Royal Arthur, gov- 
ernor of the port. 

“The lives, private property and trade of 
all foreigners will be respected. In the 
event of any resistance or disturbance 
arising, I shall use the force at my dis- 
posal to maintain order. 

“A copy of the accompanying 
tion will be issued to each officer 
rinto, both Nicaraguan and foreign, 
my taking possession of the place.”’ 

The proclamation referred to says: 

“Whereas, the Nicaraguan government, 
having unlawfully seized the person of her 
Britannic majesty’s vice-consul at Blue- 
fields together with some twenty British 
subjects, and confined them in the town 
of Managua, or expelled them from Nica. 
raguan territory, I have in consequence 
received orders from her majesty’s govern. 
ment to occupy the town of Corinto and 
seize all vessels carrying the Nicaraguan 
flag, and hold the same until such time as 
the Nicaraguan government has complied 
with the demands of the British governs 
ment. 

‘Be it known that during the occupation 
of Corinto the lives, property and trade 
of all foreigners will be respected and 
the force now landed will occupy only 
government buildings. In the event of any 
resistance or disturbance arising, I shall 
be compelled to use the means at my ‘dis- 
posal to maintain order. I have constituted 
Captain Frederitk Percival French, of The 
Royal Arthur, governor of the port. 

“H. L. STEVENSON, 
‘Rear Admiral.”’ 

Commander Stokes returned to Corinta 
vesterday. He reports that he was cours 
teously received by the authorities in the 
capital. 

Will Land Troops Today. 

London, April 25.—Rear Admiral Henry 
F, Stephenson, commanding the warships 
in the harbor of Corinto. Nicaragua, has 
telegraphed to the admiralty that other 
war vessels are on their way to join his 
fleet at Corinto and that he is prepared to 
land 400 blue jackets at daybreak tomor- 
row if the British derhands are not com- 
plied with by midnight tonight. The war- 
ships are lying ciose to the shore in order 
to protect the landing party which, the 
admiral says, he will cover with twenty- 
nine guns. 

Mr. Bayard Interviewed. 

United States Ambassador Bayard was 
seen by a United Press reporter at the 
United States embassy today and asked 
his opinion in regard to the Nicaraguan 
dispute, Mr. Bayard said personally he 
had nothing to cqammunicate, It was @ 
purely a matter for adjustment on the oth- 
er side of the Atlantic. He thought, how- 
ever, that there had been a great deal of 
manufactured excitement over the affair 
both here and in America. His own hope 
was that the matter would soon be amica- 
bly settled. 

Agreed Upon the Course. 

London, April 25.—The St..James Gazette 
says: “Nothing is known at the United 
States embassy regarding any request 
made by the Washington government t 
Lord Kimberly for delay on the part otf 
Great Britain in taking action against 
Nicaragua. It is understood that 
Great Britain and the United States are 
agreed upon the course to be pursued in 
enforcing compliance with the British de- 
mands,” 

A Letter from President Zellaya. 

New York, April 25.—A special cable dis- 
patch from Paris to The Sun says that 
Senor Medina, agent of Salvador in Faris, 
said yesterday in regard to the statement 
that he was requested to use his good of- 
fices by submitting to Lord Kimberley in 
behalf of the government of Nicaragua a 
proposition for a compromise: 

‘When Dr. Barrios, Nicaragua’s envoy 
to London, was summoned home to Nica- 
ragua for further consultation about the 
Mosquit> difficulty, President Zellaya, of 
Nicarague, ask2>d me to use my good offices 
in settling the difficuulty with England. I 
willingly consented, being a personal friend 
of Nicaragua's president, and a well-wisher 
of that republic. All my diplomacy failed. 
I was thrice in London and had several con- 
ferences at the foreign office, but without 
any success. Finally, four days ago, I re- 
ceived a letter from the British foreign of- 
fice, intimating that England had refused to 
modify her ultimatum, Since then I have 
had no instruction from Nicaragua, but I 
have just received a letter from President

.Zellaya, dated Managua, March 26th, A few 


lines of this will show how deeply Nica- 
ragua resents Great Britain’s action: 

“‘T perceive with deep sorrow,’ writes 
President Zellaya, ‘that an evil spirit moves 
England against our country, We can only 
appeal to the reason, justice and impartial- 
ity of the civilized world, England has act- 
ed against us without hearing us, and ts 
now massing her strength to coerce us. We 
shall place before all rations a statement of 
the British demands and of our conduct.

Naval officers generally regret the rumor

lima that they had met a fleet of four 
American warships on their way to ‘Co- 
rinto Of course this report was absurd, 
as the only Aemrican fleet of Such num- 
bers in existence, except that in Chinese 
waters, is Admiral Meade’s squadron, re- 
cently at Colon, and now dispersed. A 
number of American ships on the Pacific 
moved today, The flagship Philadelphia 
is still at Honolulu, ten days from Corinto; 
the Alert at Panama, three days’ distant; 
the Ranger at Buena Ventura, five days; 
the Monterey at Acapulco, three days’ dis- 
tant, and the Olympia at San Diego, seven 
days’ sail from the port where unauthor- 
ized rumors sent her some time ago. 

What London Papers Say. 

London, April 25.—The Daily News will 
say tomorrow: 

“The United States js bound to be jealous 
of foreign intereference with the small 
republics of their oontinent. Nicaragua 
evidently has been under the impress:on 
that she could take advantage of this and It 
must have been an unpleasant surprise yes- 
terday to find that the United States did 
not intend to intervene, but even approved 
of Great Britain’s demands, Perhaps at 
the last moment Nicaragua will be wise 
enough to yield.” 

The Morning Post is informed that Great 
Britain has not been requested by Nicara- 
gua or the United States to extend the 
time of the acceptance of the ultimatum. 

The Morning Post will say tomorrow in 
a leader on Great Britain’s treatment of 
Nicaragua: 

“Under the circumstances there can be 
no alternative. We must act in accordance 
with the ultimatum. Nobody who has fol- 
lowed the events leading up to the present 
position of Nicaragua can say that En grand 
has acted without sufficient tolerance.’ 


NOW FOR HAWAII. 


Great Britain Considering Protests of 
Her Subjects in Hawali. 
London, April 25.—In the house of com- 
mons today Sir Edward Grey, under for- 
eign secretary, said in response to inquiries 
upon the subject that Hawaii was not 
under the protection of the United States; 
therefore, the British government could 
not apply to the autherities at Washing- 
ton in regard to the treatment of ex-Queen 
Liliuokalani. A number of British subjects, 
Sir Edward said, had been arrested ‘in 
Yawaii for taking part in the recent in- 
gurrection there and they had made com- 
plaints of hardships to which they had 
been subjected in prison. Besides those 
who had been sentenced to imprisonment 
many had been tried by court martial and 
had subseyuently been induced to leave 
the country under pressure, as they as- 
sert. The foreign office, Sir Edward said, 
is carefully considering the protests of 
these persons, but has not yet decided 
whether or not the facts reported will 
justify the government in taking action. 
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JUMPED on LIFE. 
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Girls Caught in a Factory Fire Es- 
cape by the Windows. 

Montreal, Quebec, April 25.—Shortly after 
6 o'clock this evening flames were discover- 
ed in MacDonald’s tobacco factory, the 
largest of its kind in Canada, covering Sev- 
eral ‘acres of ground on Ontario street, in 
Hochelaga, a suburb of this city. The fire, 
which started in the tower of the main 
building, made rapid progress, and in a 
short time the whole upper portion of the 
building was in flames. The place was 
crowded with employes, many of them girls, 
who were finishing their day’s work end 
preparing to leave for heir homes. 

txit was cut off, and many of the girls 
had to jump from the upper floors to save 
their lives. Ambulances were called and 
several girls were removed to the hospital, 
badly injured. The firemen seemed power- 
less, and as the fire is still burning it looks 
as if the whole factory and adjoining prop- 
erty will be destroyed. The loss already 
will reach three-quarters of a million dol- 
lars, and there is no insurance. “he fac- 
tory is the property of W. C. MacDonald, 
tne tobacco king of Canada. 

Eleven persons were brought to the hos- 
pitals tonight suffering from injuries sus- 
tained by jumping. The physicians in 
charge say that several of the number are 
likely to die before morning. 

Following is a list of the injured so far 
as can be learned at this hour—l o’clock a. 
m.: Delphis Chaput, both legs fra-tured 
and will die: Napoleon Blondin, left arm 
and leg fractured; Fireman Joseph Cag- 
neon, leg fractured; Seraphin Zenet, Lack 
broken; Rosana Beuchamp, eighteen yeurs 
old, collarbone broken and internaily in- 
jured; Adele Fontane, internal injuries;

LARGE FIRE IN CHARLOTTE. 


Starts in a Warchouse—Several Build- 
ings Consumed. 

Charlotte, N. C., April 25.—One of the 
severest fires in the history of Charlotte 
cecurred this afterncon. The immense 
brick warehouse of Sanders & Blackwood, 
on College street, was discovered to be 
ablaze at 3:30 o’clock in the third story of 
the portion occupied by the hardware de- 
partment of Brown, Weddington & Co 
The room was stored with wagons and 
wocden goods. The building could not be 
saved and the fire broke out soon after 
in the part of the building occupied by 
the cotton brokerage firm of Howell Orr 
& Co., which burned, as also the stores of 
Herrison Watts, W. K. Burwell anda H. 
G. Springs. 

The stores of J. W. Brown, J. T. Scar- 
boro, J. A. Overcash, Southern Chemical 
Cempany, H. G. Link, Field Bros., R. A. 
Dinecan, W. H. Hoover and the offices of 
J. H. Sloan & Co. were crushed in by the 
falling walls 

The fire leaped across the street severai 
times and ignited saloons and livery sta- 
bles, but they were saved with but alight 
damage. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. The 
losses will be between $75,900 and $100,000, 
perhaps three-quarters covered ~ iusur- 
ance.

THE ARCHITECTS BROUGHT IN, TOO, 


One of Them Said That the Building 
Should Not Cost More Than $200,-

Nashville, Tenn., April 25.—(Special.)}—The 
committee that has been investigating the 
penitentiary scandal reported today, sus- 
taining most of the charges. The committee 
Says it has found both fraud and corrup- 
tion, In the Franklin county farm transac- 
tion, which was disapproved by Governor 
Turney, ex-Commissioner McDowell would 
have shared the profits. 

The committee then reports on the matter 
of Adjutant General Fite and the railroad 
tax assessor, Estill, receiving $500 each for 
assisting in the sale of the Cockerill farm. 
The facts are fully set forth. The new pen- 
itentiary matter is then taken up, and it is 
shown that Architect W. C. Smith testi- 
fied two years ago that a 1,500 ceH pr:sen 
could be built for $420,000, while the estte 
mate on his plans was $900,000 and the cone. 
tract was ‘let for $951,000, and Smith now 
States that $200,000 more will be necessary 
to complete it. és 

The law required that in no event should 
the aggregate expenditures exceed $100,000. 

The lett.ng of the contract was as fraud- 
ulent and eorrupt a transaction as~ ever 
took place in the state. The comm!ssioners 
were wholly incompetent and unfaithful 
in the discharge of their duties. The con- 
tractors were aware that the selection of 
the state architect was the key to the sit- 
uation. 

J. P. Fulcher & Co. succeeded in having 
Ed Lawrent appointed, W. C. Smith refused 
the position because it paid only $5,000, but 
Smith would have made $25,000 out of the 
carrying out of his-plans. Lawrent has 
drawn $734 and Smith $4,000 and all the 
State has for it is a hole in the ground and 
a tew hundred yards of sewer pipe. Law- 
rent owed Goldberg, a member of the firm 
of successful bidders, $3,000, which he has 
not paid. On Lawrent’s recommendation, 
Smith's plans were accepted. Both the 
letter and spirit of the law were violated.

A pencil 
memorandum in W, C. Smith’s handwriting 
was found, It directs Lawrent how to re- 
port on J. P, Fulcher & Co.’s bid so as 
to mislead the commissioners. Im the six 
groups of bids, Fulcher’s was in every case 
a little below those of Bush, for whom 
Lawrent estimated, the total difference be- 
ing only $2.000. By aiterations and inter- 
lineations made in the specifications in 
Smith’s handwriting, the contractors would 
have saved many thousand dollars, Lawrent 
did not object to these alterations. 

Smith’s plans were even changed after be- 
ing accepted, and the contractors them- 
Selves swear that changes were made after 
the contract was let. 

An immense opportunity for robbery 
through dishonesty and collusion was af- 
forded. The committee thinks that the 
amounts paid to Smith and Lawrent should 
be covered back into the treasury. The 
letting of the contract is declared unjustifi- 
able.

tion. The plans for the grottoes and 

aquariums have all been prepared and Dr. 

, Bean, the superintendent of the «division 
of fish culture, who will have personal 
cParge of the exhibit, is enthusiastic in 
his comments upon the outlook. 

“The space allotted to the exhibit of 
tho United States fish commission,” said 
he, “is located in the southwest corner of 
the government building, and its area is up- 
ward of 8.000 square feet. The principal 
features of the exhibit will be the aquarium 
and the fish hatchery. The aquarium tanks 
will be arranged in a grotto which will 
extend from the main aisle running north 
and south around the sides of the building 
to the main aisle running east and west. 
The structure will have a width of twenty- 
five fect, and the walkway for visitors 
will Lave a width of about ten fect. This 
passage will be entirely enclosed, and will 
be lighted only from the tanks containing 

the fish and other aquarian cbjects. It is 
expected that the space will accommodate 
thirty tanks averaging 3 gallons each in 
cepacity. They will be about equally di- 
vided between fresh and salt water. 

“The sea water will be brought from 

_. the ocean, and will be stored in a reservoir 
‘i. wnderneath the building, ‘rom which it 
- will be pumped into a large tank to be 
located in the southwest tower of the gov- 


ernment building. The same water will be 

used throughout the exposition; the loss by 

evaporation to be supplied partly by use 

of the water in which fish will he trans- 

ported in the cars of the commission, and 
* partly. by the addition of fresh water or 
aftificial salt water if necessary. It is 
probable that the supplies brought in with 
the fish will be all that is required to make 
up for the waste. The tresh water will be 
obtained from the city water supply, and 
it will mot be mecessary to store it in a 
“Phe continuous circulation of the sea 
‘water will keep it in good condition. but 
it will also be chargea with atmos}neric 
air by means of an air pump similar to 
that row in use in the aquarium of the 
commission in Washington. The same 
method of aeration will be applied to the 
fresh water tanks. 

Atlanta Is Well Situated. 

“Atlanta is favorably situated with refer- 
ence to the sources of supply for marine 
and fresh water fish and other animals ‘as 
well as plants. The beautiful tropical and 
subtropical fishes of: tne guif of Mexico 
can be reedily obtained and as easily kept 
in perfect condition during the exposition. 
Commiss'crer McDonald has decided to 
make a special effort to show the important 
food and game fishes of the south, and 
many of the curious fishes which invari- 
ably excite the wonder and admiration of 
visitors. The waters about Key West and 
Tampa abound in angel fishes, parrot fishes, 
trunk fishes, and brilliant but voracious 
looking morays, rabbit fish, porcupine fish, 
the sea bats, the trigger fishes, and some 
of the cramp fishes which can give a very 
decided electric shock. The red drum, the 
tarpon, the showy porgies, the shkeeps- 
head, the squirrel fish, the red snapper— 
but the wealth of beautiful and curiously 
shaped fishes is so great that their names 
would fill a column. 

“Among the invertebrate animals the ex- 
hibit will icontain lobsters, crabs, sea 
anemones, corals, and if they can be ob- 
teined, live sea fans and sea pens, besides 
the multitude of showy shells native to 
southern waters.

Dr. Gibson Reluctant When Asked 
.To Write His Name. 

San Francisco, April 25.—Dr. Gibson was 
again called to the stand on the resumption 
of the Durant examination this morning. 
He was asked for a specimen of his hand- 
writing, but declined to give it. After some 
tilt with counsel for the defense, however, 
the witness finally wrote his name out on 
a piece of paper, and at the request of the 
counsel, he also wrote the names of George 
King and of a professor, which were on 
the newspaper in which the rings of 
Blanche Lamont were enclosed. It was ev- 
ident from this that the defense would try 
to connect Dr. Gibson with the Lamont 
tragedy. 

The witness identified the chisel and ham- 
mer introduced by the defense as his prop- 
erty. He testified that they were kept in 
a drawer in his study. On being ques- 
tioned as to his connection with St. An- 
drews Baptist church, Scotland, the wit- 
ness stated that he could not remember 
the name of the street on which it was 
situated, although he had lived there three 
years. He was asked to give the location 
in the Emanuel church of the wash basin 
in which the blood stains were found, and 
replied that it was very close to the study. 
He further stated that he supplied the 
towels that were used and that they were 
kept in an unlocked drawer in the study. 

The microscope has shown that a sup- 
posed varnish stain on the door casing of 
the Rev. Gibson’s study was made by 
human blood. Dr. Cheney, of Cooper col- 
lege, said last night he had found nothing 
to establish Durant’s statement that he 
attended the lecture on the afternoon of 
April 3d. Durant always took notes at lec- 
tures and was careful in transcribing them, 
hence his notebook was in great demand. 
It cannot be found by the police, and it is 
either in his own or his attorneys’ posses- 
sion. Dr. Cheney believes the character of 
his notes themselves would demonstrate 
their genuineness. It would be impossible, 
he says, for a student to write fictitious 
notes of a lecture which would not be in- 
accurate on their face. 

Yesterday Officer Dennis Welch, of Ala- 
meda, called at police headquarters and 
made a statement showing that Durant 
frequently visited Miss Williams in Al- 
ameda. During the holiday season, about 
Christmas and the New Year, he had seen 
them together on several occasions. Officer 
Welch will be an important witness for the 
prosecution, as Durant emphatically denied 
to Chief Crowley after his arrest that he 
was acquainted with Miss Williams. 

Strengthens Durant’s Defense. 

The defense believes that it has a case 
against the Rev. Dr, Gibson and it will, 
it is said, try to show that he, and not 
Durant, killed Miss Williams and Miss La- 
mont. It was in support of this theory 
that Dr. Gibson was asked to give Durant’s 
counsel specimens of his writings this morn- 
ing. George Monteith, a well-known attor- 
ney, discovered what led to this line of 
investigation, On the morning after the 
finding of Minnie Williams’s body, The Call 
published a fac-simile of names written on 
the margin of paper sent around the rings 
returned to ‘Miss Lamon’ts amt, Mrs, 
Noble. Montieth is an expert on hand- 
writing and says he discovered peculiarities 
in the writing which showed that both 
were by the same hand. He reportéd his 
discovery to Durant’s counsel and it is said 
their investigations have satisfied them that 
Durant’s case has received a great deal of 
strength from it. 

Montieth was in court this morning when 
Dr. Gibson submitted his specimens of writ- 
ing and says that the additional specimens 
make the resemblance between the preach- 
er’s writing and that on the paper wrapper 
more remarkable. 

It is said that the defense will accept 
the police theory that the murder was 
committed at a different time from the 
mutilation, should it follow this line of 
defense. The idea has been that Durant 
wrote the names found on the paper wrap- 
per and that in doing so he tried to imitate 
the writing of Organist King. The alleged 
discovery of the defense puts this in a dif- 
ferent light. 

Dr. Vogel, at the examination this after- 
noon, repeated his testimony taken at the 
inquest. He testified as to the meeting at 
his house Friday evening, April 12th, and 
tne condition of Durant on his arrival about 
9:30 o’clock. Witness saw him when he 
entered. When he got to the top of the 
stairs, Durant was perspiring, Witness did 
not remember exactly what das said, but 
Durant asked to’ be allowed to wash iis 
hands. On cross examination, he was asked 
whether he saw anything unusual about 
Durant’s request to wash his hands. 

Vogel said he did not, except that Durant 
looked heated. 

Dr. Gibson closed his testimony by a 
corrected statement from that made yester- 
day, to the effect that the library door was 
locked with the old lock on hig first visit 
before the discovery of the body. He had 
stated it was unlocked. 

W. McElroy, another new witness, testi- 
fied he saw a2 man meet a woman at 8:30 
o'clock Friday evening near the church. 
The couple stopped at a gate leading to 
the side entrance of the church. Durant 
seemed to be a little shorter than the man 
he saw. While waiting for a friend, Bert 
Minna, he saw a light in the rear ofthe 
church moving ag if from a candle or lan- 
tern. 

Minna corroborated McElIroy’s statement. 

District Attorney Barns expects to con- 
clude the examination tomorrow. 


ROLAND SHOT THE SHERIFF DEAD 


And Was Afterward Killed by, An- 
other Officer. 

Ormond, Fia,, April 25.—Yesterday’s shoot- 
ing affray between Jeff, Hagan and Judge 
Roland has resulted in a tragedy. Both 
men were shot yesterday in a quarrel about 
the discharge of Roland by Hagan. Roland, 
who is a burly negro of rather bad reputa- 
tion, has been at his house in Liberia, the 
negro suburb of Ormond, since he was shot, 
Today Sheriff Kurtz came from Deland to 
arrest him, and was accompanied by Sher- 
iff Hagan, of Putnam county, the latter a 
brother of Jeff Hagan. The two officers 
were watching Roland’s house to prevent 
his escape while they waited for a warrant 
for his arrest.

Cuba's Revolutionists Have Little 
Strength and No Money. 


WHITE PATRIOTS REFUSE TO FIGHT 


They Talk About Their Rights, but Will 
Not Join the Insurgents in 
the Field. 


Baracoa, Cuba, April 15., via Tampa, 
Fla., April 25.—The special correspondent 
of the United Press upon arrival here 
learned that the news of the landing of 
Maceo three miles west of here on April 
Ist gave the authorities here a bad scare. 
The master of the port took his family on 
board the Spanish man-of-war Nueva Es- 
pana and announced that the town would 
be bombarded. The United States cdénsul 
went on board an American ship which 
happened to be at anchor in the port, tak- 
ing his family with him. The Nueva Es- 
pana cleared decks for action, but no skcts 
were fired. 

It was thought that there would he a 
general uprising of Cubans and negroes. 
Instead of that only about a dozen mulat- 
toes and town vagabonds went oui to join 
Maceo. A detachment of soldiers was 
sent from the fort here to attack Maceo’s 
band. One Spanish soldier was killed and 
Seven others wounded. Three of Maceo’'s 
men were made prisoners. One mulatto, 
who belonged in Baracoa, was killed gnd 
most of the arms and ammunition landed 
from the schooner were captured. The two 
sailors who were on the schooner which 
landed Maceo, and whose captain was mur- 
dered, were found to have over $200 in gold 
on their persons. It is believed here that 
they, and not the insurgents, killed the 
captain. They were taken by the Conde 
del Verfhdi to Santiago, where they are 
now in prison. The schooner, which was 
a small British smack from Fortune is- 
land, is a wreck. It is said that Maceo 
was greatly disappointed upon landing to 
find only a few negroes to, join his band. 

At this writing Flor Crombet, one of his 
chief lieutenants, has been killed, eight of 
his followers made prisoners and the re- 
mainder of the band driven into the moun- 
tains back of Guantanamo, where they are 
supposed to be surrounded and have only 
to choose between facing the muskets of 
mo Spanish regulars or death by starva- 

on. 
Guards Patrol the Streets. 

There are now 1,000 troops stationed at 
the two antiquated forts. Guards, with 
fixed bayonets, patrol the streets day and 
night, and were there an inclination to- 
ward an uprising it would not have a 
ghost of a chance. As a matter of fact 
the intelligent residents here do not favor 
the insurrection in any way. They de- 
clare that freedom under such leaders as 
head the insurgent bands would be worse 
than Spanish rule. They say that from 
two-thirds to three-fourths of the insur- 
gents are negroes, or mulattoes, and that 
the whole movement is akin to an anarch- 
istic uprising of the worst element 
Cuba’s population against the more pros- 
perous. This is the opinion of all the bet- 
ter class of residents, whether natives or 
not. No defense is made of the oppressive 
and unjust methods of Spanish ruje, and 
the day is looked forward tc when the is- 
land will have home rule with a Spanish 
protectorate, or absolute freedom, but the 
time is not ripe for revolt. 

Campos’s Arrival at Santiago de Cuba 

Martinez Campos has arrived and the 
city is en fete in his honor. Salutes from 
the Spanish men of war in the harbor, pro- 
cesstons under triumphal arches and ban- 
quets arranged by the loyal citizlens have 
in a measure softened the task that the 
new governor general has before him. The 
Plaza de Armas is a mass of bunting, 
flowers and bright-colored decorations, the 
orange and red of Spain predominating. 
The Nueva Espana, El Renia Mercedes, E] 
Nautilus and Conde del Venadito, with 
bunting fore and aft, boomed salutes from 
the water. The British warship Mohawk 
and half a dozen passenger and freight 
steamers made the panorama in the harbor 
a beautiful one. None of Uncle Sam’s war- 
ships were present, although two of our 
sailors have languished in prison here for 
two months without trial. 

The seat of government of the island 
is temporarily transfered here. Martinez 
Campos, by royal decree, assumed the du- 
ties of governor general upon landing. Gen- 
eral Moreno, chief of staff, is here and also 
the chief financial officer of the civil] gZOv- 
ernment, as well as the higher military of- 
ficials. The autonomist party has issued 
several manifestos disclaiming responsibili- 
ty for the rebellion and asserting that in- 
Surgents are injuring rather than advanc- 
ing the welfare of Cuba. General Martinez 
Campos is enjoined to put immediately into 
effect the reforms granted by the cortes just 
before the insurrection broke out. 

The Rebellion a Failure. 


It is said by some that the effect of a 
promise of amnesty to the insurgents and 
the inauguration of reforms will quickly 
settle the whole mafter, while the longer 
delay of reforms granted will result in 
the rebellion spreading over the entire is- 
land. Cubans who talk about their rights, 
however, outnumber those who fight for 
them by twenty to one. The rebellion up to 
the present has been a failure. Marti, who 
was the prime mover, has not landed. Gb- 
mez, who was to land on the field of bat- 
tle, has not landed. Maceo, the only one of 
the big leaders who did land, was great- 
ly disappointed to find only a few negroes 
and half-breeds ready to join his party. 
He is now in the mountains back of 
this city with perhaps a thousand men in 
all. In all the insurgents do not exceed 
3,000 and two-thirds of them are colored. 
Nearly all the leaders are negroes, and 
many Cubans of good families have re- 
fused to serve under them. The rebels have 
no money, few arms and very little am- 
munition. They have not captured a single 
town. They have no leaders with even 
sufficient military knowledge to cope with 
the poorly disciplined, ill-treated soldiers of 
Spain. Supplies fromthe outside do not 
reach the rebels even if any attempts are 
made to forward them. 

Spanish men-of-war patrol the coast and 
troops swarm at every port, The rebels 
have many horses, and can live for months 
by foraging on the plantations. They can 
move quickly and easily, annoying the 
troops in the mountains, but ‘they cannot 
defeat them in battle. They can make 
Spain pay a heavy price to obtain order, 
and may cause her to lose many soldiers 
from heat, exhaustion and fever. If ‘Mar- 
tinez Campos succeeds in speedily bringing 
the insurrection to an end he will achieve 
glory greater than his former laurels, and 
the better class of Cubans, as well as 
Spaniards, will celebrate his departure with 
greater ceremony than his arrival. 

Pursuing Gomez. 


The British ship Mohawk, sent to inves- 
tigate Fortune island aiding Maceo’s lané- 
‘ing, has arrived and reported that Maximo 
Gomez ard a party of six, including two 
sons, left Inagua island on the German 
steamer Nordstrand with the intention of 
landing in Cuba. The Conde del Venadito 
departed in pursuit yesterday. Gomez has 
either landed or been captured by this 
time. The enthusiasm over Campos’s ar- 
rival was not as great as was expected. 
There was little cheering at the landing 
and in the streets. 

The insurgents have destroyed telegraph 
‘communication on the eastern end of the 
island. The head of the government here 
wires Havana, via cable, to the United 
States. There have been no encounters 
‘since the reported killing of Flor Crombet. 
The Cubans discredit the report, as the 


‘body was not brought in. | 
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were released today in deference to Uni 
States Consul Hyatt’s urgent representa- 
tions. They were instructed to report to 
the court once a week until their trial. 
Mr. Hyatt has sent a note to the governor 
requesting their absolute release. 

The United Press correspondent inter- 
viewed both sailors. They told a perfectly 
straightforward story. They were caught 
in a gale off Hayti and were swept over to 
the Cuban coast. 


CUBAN INSURGENTS REPULSED. 


They Attacked a Town and Were De- 
feated with Heavy Loss. 
. Santiago de Cuba, April 25.—From the 
Staff Correspondent of the United Press.— 
One hundred insurgents, under Lozano, at- 
tacked Dos Caminos, eighteen or twenty 
miles from here, last Saturday, There were 
twenty-two Spanish soldiers in the town. 
They stood together and kept up a steady 
fire on the storming party until Lozano 
gave up the attack and beat a hasty re- 
treat with his men. The insurgents lost 
seven killed and four wounded, General 
Salcedo, commander in chief of the troops 
in this province, has given medals to the 


twenty-two men who defended the town. 


MINISTER DE LOME IN NEW YORK. 


Says the Allianca Affair Has Been 
Settled—The Cuban Uprising. 
New York, April 25.—The new Spanish 
minister to the United States, Senor Depuy 
de Lome, arrived here this morning on the 
Steamer Panama, from Havana. He was 
accompanied by A. Baldasano, consul gen- 
eral of Spain in this city, and Gonzalo 
Ozores, vice consul at this port; Captain 
La Coza R. Vailohar, Senor Garetter and 
J. M. Ceballos, agent of the Spanish line 

of steamers, 

The new minister said that the excite- 
ment in Cuba is quieting down, and that 
Captain General Martinez Campos, who is 
now Visiting the affected districts, would, 
in all Hkelihood, succeed in quelling what 
little trouble there was left in the hand- 
ful of insurrectionists. He spoke lightly 
of the rebellion, and said that the negroes 
were almost alone in their desire to free 
Cuba, When asked if he had any com- 
munication for the government regarding 
the steamer Allianca affair, he said he 
would say nothing further than that the 
matter ha@ been settled. 

Ecuador’s New Cabinet. 

New York, April 25—A Herald special 
from Lima, Peru, says: President Cordero, 
of Ecuador, has resigned, the vice presi- 
dent taking his place. The Ecuadorean 
cabinet has reorganized witli Louis Zal- 
vador as minister of the interior, Dr. Nu- 
nez as minister of finance, General Saras- 
ti as minister of war and Dr. Espinosa as 
minister of justice. 


NO RIGHT TO INTERFERE. 


That Is What the Berlin Council Were 
Told by the Government. 

Berlin, April 25.—The municipal council 
and the ¢hief ‘magistrate of Berlin recent- 
ly initiated a petition to the reichstag 
against the anti-socialist bill. The govern- 
ment notified them that they had no legal 
right to interfere in such purely political 
matters. Thereupon the magistrate with- 
drew the petition. At today’s session the 
municipal council unanimously res >lved to 
disregard the government and submit the 
petition. The dissoPution of the council is 
petitioned. 

Believes Russia Is Bluffing. 

London, April 25.—The Times in an edi- 
torial on the reported protest of Russia, 
Germany and France against the acquire- 
ment by Japan of any of the Chinese main- 
land territory, says the report will arouse 
much interest in England, though perhaps 
the feeling predominating will be that of 
surprise, with a mixture of amusement. 
The Times doubts the genuineness of the 
protest, but says if it is genuine Russia 
is entitled to be congratulated upan hav- 
ing achieved a triumph of diplomacy. The 
fact that France and Germany are so 
slightly interested in the question, how- 
ever, makes it appear like a game of 
bluff. Though Japan will possibly see 
through this, *her wisest course would 
probably be to yield in order to avoid a 
mistake which might have grave conse- 
quences. 

Li Hang Chang’s Opinion. 

Cologne, April 25.—The Koelnische Zeitung 
has a special dispatch from ‘Tien-Tsin, 
which says Li Hung hang recently, in the 
course of an interview with foreign diplo- 
mats, expressed surprise at the large pro- 
portion of the European press taking the 
side of Japan, ‘The viceroy declared that 
it would be a long time before Japan would 
permit Europeans to share :n her markets, 
The Zietung adds that all of the Europeans 
trading in the far east share the opinion 
expressed by the returned Chinese envoy, 


DISCONTENT IN CHINA 


Over the Treaty Made by Li Hung 
Chang with the Japanese. 

London, April 25.—The Central News cor- 
respondenfin Shanghai sends this dispatch: 

‘A Peking telegram says there is a crisis 
there. Some of the generals favor war, 
and the censors, who object to Li Hung 
Chang and the treaty negotiated by him, 
contend that fhe yielding of territory ought 
to diminish the indemnity. The ratification 
js uncertain. The officials all leave the de- 
cision to the emperor. If the treaty be 
ratified trouble in the army is likely. It is 
reported that Formosa will not be ceded, 
but only the Pescadores. The new ports 
have been changed to Chung King, Han 
Chow, Soo Chow and Sha She.’’ 


The Lost Reina Regente. 
Madrid, April 25.—The cruiser Reina Re- 
gente, which was lost in a storm cff the 
Spanish coast last month, has been located 
midway between Capes Tarifa and Tia- 
falgar. 


THE TOP OF HIS HEAD OFF. 


Suicide of an ex-Fire Chief in New 
York. 

New York, April 25.—John McCabe, sixty 
years old, ex-chief of the fire department, 
committed suicide shortly after noon today 
in the Milhelland Club rooms, 111 Clinton 
place, by shooting himself in the right 
temple with a revolver. McCabe went into 
the back room of the club, pulled a thirty- 
eight-caliber revolver from his pocket and 
blew the top of his head off. The dead ex- 
chief was dismissed from the department 
about six or seven years ago for ringing 
in the three sixes alarm, calling the en- 
tire department out unnecessarily, but was 
afterwards reinstated by the courts.

SHE SMASHED THE STILL. 


A Woman Goes on a Raid and Uses 
an Ax. 

Athens, Ga., April 25.—(Special.)—The re- 
cent developments in the business of illicit 
distilling, coupled with the midnight crimes 
of the whitecaps, has furnished matter for 


many interesting stories. 
None has been more interesting than that 
which was given to The Constitution's cor- 


respondent today. 

No names can be given of the principals 
to the affair, for that might invite the 
torch or the dagger to the brave woman 
who figures in the story. 

The incident occurred in a neighboring 
county not a great while ago. and great 
excitement was aroused. It was pretty 
generally known that an illicit distillery 
was operating its nefarious business in 
the neighborhood of the home of a highly 
respected lady living in that county. 

This lady had several young sons who 
would loaf around the still and drink until 
they became beastly drunk. Their devoted 
mother made up her mind that she would 
get even with the parties who were fur- 
nishing the liquor to her boys. 

Several weeks ago, one dark night, she 
located the still. No one was there and 
seizing an ax at her home, she silently stole 
Gown the lonely gorge and up to the still. 
Then, with a few well-directed blows, she 
smashed the still into smiticreens and 
turned upon the ground over 1,000 gallons 
of beer and a quantity of whisky. 

The next morning tne still owners were 
utterly surprised to find their still de- 
molished. They attributed if to revenue 
olficers and were gled to Jescape them- 
selves, but it was something more than 
the mandate of the law that nerved the 
arm that destroved that sill.

Memorial Day at Augusta. 

Augusta, Ga., April 25.—(Special.)—The 
Middle Georgid Land and Immigration 
Company was organized today in the Ar- 
lington hotel parlors with Dr. O. C. Pope, 
president; Paul Mustin, secretary; F. Bb.

At 3 o'clock, 
she got up, took his pistol and shot him 
through the heart, 

Mrs. Sweigart is said to be insane, and 
it is almost impossible to account for her 
rash act on any other theory.

When ques- 
tioned today, she said she knew nothing 
about the shooting, and. did not believe 
she had done it. Sweigart was a member 
of the Typographical Union here, and that 
body took charge of the remains for Durial.

A COLORED MASHER. 


He Insulted the Ladies of Inman Park 
and the Recorder Takes Him. 

A colored masher, who has been causing 
much excitement in Inman Park recently, 
was heavily fined after a sensational triai 
at a special session of police court yester- 
day afternoon. 

Judge Calhoun called the court to order 
in the private office of Chief Connolly, as 
the nature of the case and the presence 
of several well-known ladies prevented 
it from being heard in the regular session. 
John Norwood, the negro, is a shade be- 
yond biack, but he dresses with neat care, 
and prides himself upon his aristocratic 
bearing. He works for the Consvlidated 
railway, and has been in the employ of 
that company for five years. He lives in 
Reynoldstown, near Inman Park, where his 
arrest was made. lt came about in a 
peculiar way. 

Some days ago a message came to Cap- 
tain Jennings saying that a negro man, 
who lived near Inman Park, had been in 
the habit of insulting the ladies and be- 
having in an unseemly manner. Several 
times he had been seen, it is said, to stop 
before a certain houSe near the center 
of the park and flaunt his handkerchief 
in the direction of the ladies, if any ap- 
peared. His actions were grossly offen- 
sive, and protection was asked. 

It occurred to the captain that it would 
be better to clinch the evidence before 
arresting the man, and with that in view 
he instructed Patrolman Frank Whitley 
to open his eyes, and if possible catch the 
man in the act. 

Hid in the Curtains. 

By consent of the ladies, very late 
Thursday afternoon, Whitley was admitted 
to one of the handsomest homes in the 
park. It was the custom of the negro 
to make his appearance about 5 o'clock 
every afternoon, so the patrolman station- 
ed himself at a window and nestled back 
comfortably. among the lace curtains, from 
which place he could see the whoie 
premises. ! 

It was not long before Norwood came 
up the street Jeading from his home in 
Reynoldstown. He stopped near the place 
where the cars meet and looked around. 

A young lady was on the porch. He saw 
her and began to grin The patrolman could 
see him distinctly. From his place among 
the curtains he watched the man pull a 
white handkerchief from his pocket and 
begin to wave it in fhe direction of the 
young lady. There was no doubt that his 
offensive acticns were directed towards 
her. 

Whitley was first tempted to pull his 
pistol and empty the contents immediately, 
but he decided to make the arrest end 
left the house from the rear. The negro 
was still on the sidewalk, waiting for the 
car, when the officer came up, but he 
stopped flaunting the handkerchief, as he 
saw that arrest was imminent. 

“T never saw such insulting actions,”’ 
said one of the young ladies before Judge 
Calhoun yesterday afternoon. “It has oc- 
curred several times, but he seems to know 
when there’s no one at home and only 
then he comes around. I had to ask pro- 
tection from the police, as I thought that 
better than asking my byother to shoot him, 
as I know he would have done if I had said 
anything about it’ 

Norwood said that he had no intention of 
any wrong. Naturally, he said, at the 
end of a walk he would take cut his hand- 
kerchief. He was not aware that the la- 
dies were looking at him and he was posi- 
tive that he did not flaunt his handkerchief 
in any way to suggest that he desired to 
flirt 

Norwood’s employers appeared before the 
recorder and gave strong testimony as to 
his character, but the evidence was too 
strong and after a severe lecture Judge 
Calhoun imposed a fine of $5 and costs.

The joint meeting of the wholesale and ; 


retail grocers last night in the Young 
Men’s Christian Association building was 
a thorough success and a most enjoyable 
evening was spent by all present. 

A number of Atlanta’s most prominent 
wholesale grocers, as well as many of the 
prominent retail men, were present, and a 
number of interesting talks were made. 

It is well known that up to some months 
ago there has not been the happiest feel- 
ing between the wholesale men and the 
retail people. Last night, however, the 
breaches were closed up and old wounds 
were healed with mutual pledges, 

The matters were discussed over an ele- 
gant luncheon and good cigars afterwards 
kept every one in splendid humor, A mat- 
ter that was discussed and found many 
advocates was that of a pubiic market. 
All the speakers took up this question 
and the unanimous opinion was that there 
should te a public market place and, if 
possible, two. The benefit to all parties 
was urged and there will doubtless be a 
strong effort made to have this matter ad- 
justed by council. If the grocers decide 
to unite on this they will make a strong 
showing before the city council, as the 
membership in the two associations rurs 
up into the hundreds—-all of them with no 
uncertaia clientels, which give them 
strong influence. 

After luncheon the meeting was called to 
order with President I. 8S. Mitchell, of the 
Retail Grocers’ Association, in the chair. 
He made a short talk on the success of 
the joint meeting and the harmony that 
should exist between the two branches 
of the trade, 

Secretary J. A, Thomas, the efficient sec- 
retady of the retail association, made his 
report. In it he stated that there had 
been cofiected in the past six months not 
less than $1,500 of what had been regarded 
as bad claims. He also explained in a 
thorough fashion the advantages of the bu- 
reau for such claims. 

The first speaker was Mr. E. H. Jordan, 
who made a good talk, He spoke of the 
benetfis to be derived by concerted action 
and was strongly in favor of more -soint 
mieetings between the two associations, 
He was heartily applauded. 

Mr. Cc. J. Kamper made a talk on the 
subject, “Evils with Which Retail Grocers 
Contend.”’ He made a decidedly clever 
talk, and his speech was a feature of the 
programme, According to Mr, Kamper 
it is necessary to go into the grocery bus- 
iness endowed with an extraordinary 
amount of patience and an acquaintance 
with Bible lore, 

Mr. J. G. Oglesby made a strong speech. 
He spoke of the fact that in New York 
city there was at present a convention of 
retail grocers at which there were present 
not less than 5,000 grocers. It was his 
opinion that there was not enough interest 
taken in such matters in Atlanta, He 
also said that he believed that the whole- 
sale men and the retail people should meet 
together oftener. He was strongly in 
favor of a public inarket, 

J. E. Maddox, president of the Whole- 
sale Grocers’ Association, and Harry Ll. 
Schlessinger and W. R. Dimmock all spoke 
in a happy vein and made good sugges- 
tions, G. 8S, Prior and A. L. Holbrook 
also spoke in a similar vein. “i .

A Dernier Resort. 

Having completely routed the official 
organ of the secretary of the interior in 
both of its propositions advanced to 
sustain the gold standard argument, it 
now seeks to recover by throwing out 
an eutirely new argument. ignoring its 
others and elaiming that it was talking 
about an entirely different thing from 
that which The Constitution annihilated 
by figures and facts yesterday. 

It does not deny that it said that 
the “average financial condition of the 
farmers is better now than it was ten, 
five or two years ago,” and, also, “that 
the railroads of Georgia were decreasing 
their indebtedness,” and that it cited the 
Georgia Central as one of the great rail- 
road properties which would “soon be 
reorganized and its outstanding obliga- 
tions largely reduced.” 

‘The Constitution showed from the of- 
ficial reports of the comptroller general 
of every southerm state that the net de- 
crease in the taxable wealth of these 
states for the one year 1893 to 1894, 
was $90,248,480. . : 

The Constitution also showed that the 


Central railroad—and we selected this 


one simply because it -was the one 
chosen to bear out the gold standard 
argument that the railroads were being 
reorganized on a basis of decreasing in- 
debtedness—was to be reorganized on a 
plan contemplating a bonded indebted- 
nes of $52,000,000, while _its present in- 
debtedness aggregates only $36,295,000, 
an increase of nearly $18,000,000. 

Commenting on the unanswerable fig- 
ures of The Constitution, the official 
organ of the secretary of the interior 
says: 

All this is true, but what has it to do with 
the case? We contend that the outlook is 


good for the improvement of the Central 
property. Does The Constitution deny that? 


It has everything to do with the case 
because it completely upsets both of the 
premises on which was based the argu- 
ment that the gold standard was a good 
thing. 

“We know, of course,” says the offi- 
cial organ, “that the returns of property 
for taxation in the states mentioned 
were less in 1893 than they were in 1894, 
but tax returns are very’ unreliable 
evidences of the value of property.” 

Of course this is a mistake, and in 
the sentence quoted the years are re- 
versed, and it intended to say that it 
knew that the tax returns for 1894 were 
less than 1893, the official record show- 
ing a decrease of $90,000,000. This being 


true, how is it possible for the people to ¢ 


be in better condition? 

“Tax returns are very unreliable evi- 
dences of the value of property.” Are 
they? And hence we are to conclude 
that a decrease of tax values of $90,000.- 
000 in one year is conclusive proof of 
the fact that the year showing such a phe- 
nomenal decrease was a much more 
prosperous one than the year before, 
when the property returned for taxation 


‘was worth $90,000,000 more than it was 


the next year. 
“But,” says the official organ, “for 
several years past the country has been

 @ause of the trouble, does it not seem 


that the tax returns for the year follow- 
its repeal would have shown an in- 
se instead of a\decrease of $90,000,- 
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mortgages have. been foreclosed in the 
state of Georgia in the past year than 
for any other five years in the history of 


| the state. Magnificent farms which five 


years ago were worth from $5,000 to 
$15,000 have been foreclosed on the sher- 
iff’s block at from $1,000 to $5,000, and 
the men who had borrowed money on 
them from foreign corporations have 
been forced to lose their property by 
the decrease in its ability to pay inter- 
est on the investment. 

The very fact that the farmers of the 
country could not increase their indebt- 
edness during the past year was a god- 
send to them, for it forced them to live 
at home. They could ‘not obtain credit 
because they had nothing on which to 
base it. With staple products selling at 
less than it cost to make them, and with 
their land mortgaged and rapidly de- 
creasing in value, where was the money 
lender who had the hardibood to make 
advances with no security but a crop 
which would bring less in the market 
than it cost to make it? 

Oh, the farmers have grown rich dur- 
ing the past year; they have paid off 
their mortgages in droves; they have 
lived off the fat of the land—and yet 
when they went to pay their taxes those 
who live in the southern states stated on 
oath that the value of their earthly pos- 
sessions was $90,000,000 less in 1894 than 
it was in 1893! 

What a prosperous year! What a happy 
people! What a glorious thing the gold 
standard is! 
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England Defies Us. 


From present indications, the Ameri- 
ean tories are on top, so far as the 
Mouroe doctrine is concerned. 

Our state department has been notified 
that three British war vessels are in the 
harbor of Corinto prepared to forcibly 
collect the Hatch indemnity from Nica- 
ragua if it is not paid today or tomor- 
row. It is known that the British may 
seize the custom house at Corinto and 
collect the duties until their claim is 
Satisfied and it is also possible 


that 
Corn island will be ceded to them, thus 
giving them the command of the en- 
trance to the Nicaragua canal. 

Clearly, this would be an infraction of 
the Monroe doctrine. That doctrine de- 
clares that any attempt of the European 
monarchies to extend their system to 
any portion of this hemisphere will be 
regarded as dangerous to our peace and 
safety and as an unfriendly act toward 
the United States. 

Now, the experience of the past should 
warn us that when England seizes upon 
any pretext a foot of territory she is 
there to stay. Some fifteen years ago 
she seized custom houses in Egypt in 
order to collect some claims due British 
subjects and her troops are still oecupy- 
ing that country. About the close of our 
civil war the French landed troops in 
Mexico to collect a debt, and an effort 
Was made to establish an empire for 
Maximilian. A vigorous hint from our 
government caused France to finally 
withdraw her troops, and the new em- 
pire went to pieces. 

If we neaded any further light on the 
situation, it is furnished by the English 
newspapers, which are sneering at the 
Monroe doctrine as a dead issue. The 
London Graphic boasts that England 
will teach Nicaragua and other Central 
and South American states a lesson long 
needed, and prove to them that their 
soil is not to be held exempt from 
seizure by the European powers. This 
is one of the boldest defiances of the 
Monroe doctrine that ever came from 
England, and The London Chronicle 
jeeringly remarks that the United States 
does not appear at all anxious to take 
a hand in the pending difficulty. “Every- 
thing is, indeed, well,” it says, “between 
us and the United States.” 

In the meantime, what is the attitude 
of our administration? With timely no- 
tice of England's proposed aggression, 
we failed to send any war vessels to Co- 
Tinto, and it is now announced that 
Mr. Cleveland thinks the United States 
can do nothing but request the British 
government not to force a settlement 
'at the cannon’s mouth, but to allow Nic- 
aragua further time. What a tame, weak 
and impotent conclusion! It means the 
abandonment or repudiation of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, and it means that England, 
after shutting us in with a chain of 
strongly fortified ports and _ islands, 
from Canada to the Caribbean, now 
proposes to obtain a foothold in some of 
the Central and South American coun- 
tries. 
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He Knew Where To Go. 

Until a few days ago The Chicago 
Times-Herald was the leading demo- 
cratic paper of the west. 

Until a few days ago Mr. H. H. 
Kohlsaat, one of the’ most prominent 
of western republicans, a rampant pro- 
tectionist and an enthusiastic gold. stand- 
ardist, was without a newspaper in 
which to give daily expression of his 
opinions. While Mr. Kohlsaat is one of 
the cleverest and one of the best fellows 
in the world, he does not conceal the 
fact that he is a republican and that he 
is proud of it.

Save the Fruit. 

The Americus Times-Recorder calls at- 
tention to the fact that there no 
further danger from frost, and the fruit 
crop outlook is, therefore, exceedingly 
bright. Thousands of bushels of fine 
peaches will soon be ready for market 
in Sumter and surrounding counties, 
and it is suggested that an organized 
effort should be made to market the 
crop so that it will bring the best cash 
results to fruit growers.

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Drawing the Line. 

According to the report from Chi- 
cago, Senator Palmer’s experience has 
developed the fact that even a cuckoo

Of course the democrat didn’t get the 
office; he was turned down at onee and 
given to understand that none but gold- 
bugs need apply for office under the 
Cleveland administration. We _ pre- 
sume Palmer made an abject apology, 
pleading ignorance of the rankness of 
the man’s democracy, and promising 
not to do so any more. We also presume 
that Mr. Cleveland magnanimously for- 
gave him. 

But this Illinois episode illuminates 
the whole situation. Though the demo- 
cratic party has been in favor of the 
free coinage of silver since the crime 
of demonetization was discovered; 
though the party in national con- 
vention assembled has demanded the 
restoration of silver; thongh near- 
ly every democratic state  con- 
vention in the west and south 
has declared in favor of free coinage; 
though the democratie legislatures have 
declared for it, nevertheless the ad- 
ministration has given the public ‘clear- 
ly to understand that no free coinage 
democrat need apply for office. 

We are not presenting this as any ex- 
traordinary development, but merely to 
remind our readers once more that The 
Constifution’s criticisms of the adminis- 
tration have not been and are not now 
based on anything less than the funda- 
mental differences that exist between 
Mr. Cleveland and his party. 

After the betrayal of the. party and 
the repudiation of the platform. by the 
president, it was not to be expected 
that he would appoint to office any 
genuine democrat who dared to call his 
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pose of Mr. Cleveland, which is and has 
been to compel. the democratic party 
to submit to, even if it refused to in- 
ddrse, the conditions which have been 
produced by the single gold standard. 

All things considered, it would be 
very surprising to see an administration 
which has done its best to cripple and 
destroy the democratic party by com-_ 
mitting it to the financia] views made 
odious by the republicans, appoint a 
genuine democrat to office.

The points urged are 
that the legitimate business rights of the 
old roads are disregarded and that the elec- 
tric roads are intringing on the general 
highways belonging to the public. 


The medical statistics of this country 
have been studied by Dr. John T. Billings 
from the racial standpoint. He deduces 
Inany curious facts: ‘lhe infantile death 
rate among the blacks is very high;, the 
race itself is shorter lived than the white; 
it is less liable than the white to malaria, 
yellow fever and cancer, but succombs 
more readily to tuberculosis and pneumo- 
hia. Irish children survive infantile dis- 
eases, but the adult death rate is high; 
tuberculosis, pneumonia and aicoholism cut 
them down. Germans are especially liable 
to digestive disorders and cancer, Jews have 
a low death rate; they live long; their dis- 
eases are diabetes, locomotor ataxia and 
kindred nervous ailments. 


In The New York Dry Goods Economist 
for April 13th Mr. J. E. McClelland, the 
credit man for J. M. High & Co., of this 
city, has a long and able article against 
national bankruptcy laws. Mr. McClelland 
takes the position that such legislation 
would confuse merchants indetinite- 
ly as to the basis of the extension of credit. 
He holds that the states and territories art 
amply able to deal with the matter. Under 
national legislation there would be a wider 
field for fraudulent debtors. lt is a strong

Athens, Ala., April 20.—Editor Picayune: I 
notice a clipping from your paper saying 
those who desire the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at 16 to 1 are not bimetal- 
lists, but silver monometallists. Isn’t that 
most too severe a charge for such a fair 
and hightoned journal as The Picayune to 
make? There are many people in the dem- 
ocratic ranks who seem to place a higher 
and greater appreciation or estimate upon 
the possibilities of the American people 
than Mr. Cleveland does. Many be- 
lieve that we are able to absorb or consume 
(commercially speaking) all of the silver 
that could be coined in a regular and con- 
servative manner by the United States mints 
We are a greater people than we were in 
1860 or even in 1880 or 1890, Neither the 
mints nor their capacity have increased in 
proportion or ratio as the people have in- 
creased, Sixty-eight millions of people need 
and require more railroads, greater and 
more extensive facilities in telegraph, tele- 
phone and postal services, and they re- 
ceive them, too, which is fair and right. 
As a law of principle, why not apply the 
same rate of increase to all or any kind of 
money that is good'as passes current, as 
to whiskies, sugars, coffees, rice, woolen and 
cotton fabrics, or any other like commod- 
ity? We are a fast people, we live fast 
lives, we spend more money and spend it 
faster and with more ease than in those 
gootl old days of 1850 to 1860. Men then 
not only stood in a conservative and lauda- 
ble degree to make money, but- they also 
tried to lay away some annually, and by 
so doing the law of accummulation prevail- 
ed in a salutary manner, but not to a miser- 
ly or greedy degree; plenty reigned, neigh- 
bor could not only lend to neighbor stock 
or plow force when in a tight fix, but could 
lend him $50, $100 or perhaps $1,000, if need 
be, to tide him over till harvest time. That 
same good old Samaritan feeling pervades 
the. southern heart that did in 
the days of yore, but the pock- 
ets are empty, and the neigh- 
bor is in debt and can’t lend his poor 
neighbor money. He would if he had it, but 
he has it not. The free coinage of silver 
was never dreaded in the south; such fear 
was not generated in Dixie, nor may I say 
in the east; it started in Europe, and, like 
the cholera, it spread, slowly at first, but 
when it landed in America the eastern 
atmosphere was in a more favorable condi- 
tion to propagate the germ of avarice, and 
it did so, and the great danger and the 
most to be feared and dreaded is that it 
will eventually spread through the entire 
west and south. We all know avarice is 
contagious, and silver or state bank,issues 
would in a measure serve as vaccine virus, 
and if we can be properly vaccinated in 
time we may catch it, but it will be in 
a milder form than is prevailing in other 
sections; the curse will eventually pass 
over, but we want it to claim and carry 
down with it as few victims as possible. 
Mr. Cleveland may at present have a very 
Dad case of avarice fever, but he may 
survive the attack and yet live to help 
nurse and care for other patients in the 
democratic hospital. We well folks, such 
as newspaper men, ministers and exceeding- 
ly poor people, who are not likely by any

A counterpart of the curious entangle- 
ment which forms the plot of Mr. Thomas 
Hardy’s novel, “The Hand of Ethelberta,” 
Was lately disclosed in England during the 
trial of a case in the probate division of 
the high court of justice. 

It appears that not long ago a Mr. Theo- 
bald, a member of parliament for Mssex 
and a great county magnate, lost his life 
through a railway accident. The very large 
fortune which he left had been in some 
small part derived from a sum of $20U,0UU, 
which he had inherited from his wife, who 
had died intestate, Mr. Theobald’s property 
was in process of administration in due 
course, when some laboring people claimea 
the $200,000 which had once belonged to 
Mrs. Theobald’s separate estate. on the 
ground that they were her next of kin, 
and that she was not the lawful wife of 
her putative husband, They alleged that 
Mrs. Theobald, who was a lady of educa- 
tion and had been known as a rider to 
hounds and a leader in county society, was 
in reality of peasant origin, and, in fact, 
the sister of one of the petitioners, Isaac 
Dunham, a bricklayer. They asserted fur- 
ther that, in 1860, when very young and 
while living with her family in the work- 
house; she had married a peasant, called 
Harry Algar, popularly known by the 
name of ‘“Ginger.’’ With him she lived 
in poverty for two years, after which they 
parted and faded out of each other’s lives. 
But he was alive, so the claimants main- 
tained, at the date of her marriage to Mr, 
Theobald. 

Isaac Dunham, the bricklayer, testified 
that when next he heard of his sister she 
was in course of transformation into a fine 
lady. She had met, she told him, a great 
gentleman, a Mr, Theobald, who was having 
her educated and intended to make her his 
wife. This nineteenth century version of 
King Cophetua’s elevation of the beggar 
maid was actually enacted, The two were 
married in a more or iess clandesiine way 
in an obscure village in Middlesex, and 
thereupon the workhouse girl took her 
place at the head of one of the finest houses 
in Essex.

The second day of the convention of the 
rate committee of the Southern States Pas- 
senger Association was spent for the most 
part in revising the rules for the regulation 
and government of the committee. 

The rules were overhauled and changed 
to suit the new articles of agreement of the 
Southerm States Passenger Association, 
which are, it is understood, much more 
loose and free than were the articles of 
agreement of the old Southern Passenger 
Association, over which Colonel Slaughter 
presided. 

The rules of the old association were 
adopted temporarily by the members of the 
rate committee of the new association, and 
the meeting that is now in session had 
for its chief work the revision of these rules 


to tally with the purposes set forth in 
the new articles of agreement. 

The work was finished and the new rules 
have all been adopted at last. There are 
many notable changes in the rules, but none 
of them are of interest to the public at 
large. They rélate particularly to the gov- 
ernment of this particular committee and 
have no bearing whatever upon the general 
regulation of the Southern States Passenger 
Association as a whole. 

When the work of revising the rules was 
accomplished yesterday the members of the 
rate committee took up the propositions 
that were before them for special rates to 
this or that point. There were many ye- 
titions and appeals for special rates which 
had to be heard. 

The city of Savannah was given a spe- 
cial rate to the celebration of May week 
in that city, beginning of the 12th of May. 
The rate is 1% cents a mile for those who 
may desire to go to the Forest City during 
ing the gay week and arate of 1 cent a mfle 
to the military companies that may desire 
to attend and compete for the prizes that 
will be offered during the week. 

The exposition rates have not yet been 
settled and will not be until the next meet- 
ing of the rate committee. The question 
was referred to a special committee, con- 
sisting of Messrs. W. A. Turk, of the 
Southern; J. H. Haile, of the Centra; 
Charles Harman, of the Western and At- 
lantic;: W. B. Thomas, of the Atlanta and 
Florida; John A. Gee, of the Atlanta and 
West Point, and A. G. Jackson, of the 
Georgia railroad, these being the general 
passenger agents of the initial lines at 
Atlanta. 

The committee will report to the general 
rate committee probably at the next ses- 
sion. 

The commercial travelers were allowed @ 
very great concession in rates to their 
convention. 

The rate committee has a great deal to 
do yet, and the summer tourist rates, che 
question that has always caused a session 
itself of two or three days, is yet to be 
handled. It is highly probable that the 
same summer tourist rates that have 
been granted for the past two or three years 
will again be offered this year. 

Thes rates are 4 cents a mile for the 
round trip for distances for more than 150 
miles and 5 cents a mile for the round trip 
on distances less than 150 miles. 

There are many other important mat- 
ters to be taken up by the convention of 
passenger rate fixers.

It will be located on the Chattahoochee 
river, near the Chattahoochee brick yards 
and directly on the Southern railway’s 
line on the banks of the river beside the 
bridge. 

It will be a ten-thousand-dollar spindle 
mill, and will be equipped with the latest 
and most desirable machinery known tc 
the trade. i ; 

The mill will be a branch of the famous 
Whittier cotton mills, of Lowell, “Mass., 
and will be built by a company Known as 
the Whittier Cotton Mill Company of 
Georgia. 

This company has already been organ. 
ized, and the principal stockholders are 
W. R. B. Whittier, of Lowell, who is a 
cousin of the celebrated poet of that name: 
Paul Butler, a son of the well-known 
General B. F. Butler, of Lowell; Captain 
J. W. English, of this city; W. B. Lowe, 
of this city, and Mr. George W. Parrott, 
of this city. 

The Atlanta men hold a handsome share 
of the stock. 

The Georgia company has been organized 
with a capital stock of $200,000 with power 
to increase if it is found necessary. 

Work To Commence at Once. 

Work will be commenced on the mills 
on the 15th of May, and the building will 
be pushed through to a speedy completion. 
Hundretis of hands will be put to work 
and the mills will be at work by fall when 
the next cotton crop comes in. 
The site for the mills was decided upon 
some time ago, and the plans haveall been 
drawn for the structure and for the equip- 
ment of the mills. There will be no de- 
lay whatever in the work, and it is sure

“Mr. Chase,’”’ says’-Mr. Bradley, 
of our most accomplished artists. 
there is no medium in which he 
werk with success. Recently he has been 
devoting his attention to American land- 
Scape, and the bright midsummer -effects 
which he painted at Long island last sea- 
son have been an attractive feature of the 
New York exhibitions this winter. He has 
not abandoned those delightful interior 
views upon which he first made his reputa- 
tion. Inthe spring exhibition of the Society 
of American Artists there is an important 
large canvas by him,. purchased by the 
Shaw fund, which shows a beautiful modern 
interior with the lady of the house enter- 
taining a guest.

Carriages bearing veterans, speakers and 
ladies will be in the line of march. A large 
delegation of Sons of Confederate Veterans, 
wearing gray hats and Bray sashes, will 
be in the line. 

A distinguished feature of the day will 
be the presence of General James Long- 
street, the great war hero, who, in his old 
age and gray hairs, has come to the 
city to be present on this occasion. He will 
doubtless be cheered at every step. The 
coming of the great general is an event 
that will inspire such enthusiasm as noth- 
ing else could arouse. 

Mr. L. L. Knight, a son of a confederate 
soldier, is the orator of the day.

| ONTHE DAY SHE LOVED | 


Mrs. John Milledge Lies Peacefally in 
the Embrace of Death. 


HER DEVOTION TO THE SOUTHERN HERO 


For Filteen Years President of the Me- 
morial Association—The Funeral Will 
Occur Tomorrow Afternoon. 


At 5:30 o’clock yesterday morning, just 
as the light of a new day was beginning 
to dawn upon the city, in all the glory of 
an April sunrise, the gentle life of Mrs, 
John Milledge, after weeks of patient suf- 
fering, closed forever on earth. 

It was a beautiful coincidence that her 
life should have ended just at dAy>reak. 
The early morning air was dense with the 
perfume of flowers that were ready for 
the graves of the confederate dead, and 
were only waiting for some one to come 
and pluck them. It was just as the morn- 
ing star melted into the glorious day that 
the star of her own beautiful life melted 
into the cloudless dawn of heaven. 

Around the bedside of Mrs. Milledge at 
the time her pallid eyelids were touched 
by the finger of the death angel were Cap- 
tain John Milledge, her devoted husvand, 
who has stood by her side througnout fer 
long illness, and who held her faded wrist 
in his own strong hand; Mrs. A, ©. Ford, 
who had been the teacher of her chiidhood 
in old Virginia, and two faithful nurses 
who had been constantly with her simce 
the beginning of her illness. 

A life of religious piety had prepared the 
gentle sufferer for the scene in which she 
figured. Though tears fell hot and heay- 
ily from the eyes of those who gazed upon 
her pale form, her own spirit was filled 
with rejoicing as she passed out from her 
frail tabernacle of flesh and knew that her 
sufferings would end forever as soon as she 
partook of that tree whose leaves are for 
the healing of the nations. 

Last Seen in’ Public. 

The last appearance of Mrs. Milledge in 
public was on the occasion of the dedica- 
tion of her husband’s famous song to the 
Governor’s Horse Guards. 

That was nearly a month ago. The hap- 
piness of Colonei Milledge on that occas- 
ion was scarcely more than that of his 
wife, who said very little at the time, but 
who listened with a smile on her face to 
all that was said in praise of ner husband 
and treasured these sayings in her reart. 

At the little banquet given in the break- 
fast room of the Kimball house on that 
evening Mrs, Milledge was present. She 
was not well by any means, and it requ‘red 
a great sacrifice of her physical comfort 
to stand the ordeal. Each guest, however, 
was greeted by her with that gentle smile 
peculiar to her features and that always 
seemed to be at home on her face. 

Returning to her room at the close of 
the evening’s pleasure Mrs. Milledge took 
her bed and never left it until the trans- 
formation occurred by which the pale suf- 
ferer was converted into a heavenly spirit, 

She Was the Soldier’s Friend. 

For a number of years Mrs. Milledge was 
the honored president of the Ladies’ Me- 
morial Association. In this capacity she 
served the cause that was dear to her 
heart and never wearied in her devotion 
to the confederate soldier. 

With the marvelous energy that charac- 
terized all her actions she revived the 
waning spirit of Memorial Day in Atlanta 
and made it the beautiful anniversary that 
is today observed. 

For nearly fifteen years, in spite of the 
fact that she has frequently tendered her 
resignation, Mrs. Milledge has filled the 
execulive chair of the association. Her 
associates knew her love for the confed- 
erate soldier and her ability to plan and 
manage the affairs of the association, and 
they refused to give her up. 

It was through the efforts of Mrs. Mil- 
ledge that the Lion of Lucerne, the hand- 
some memorial erected to the unknown 
dead, was given a place in Oakland ceme- 
tery. 

As an illustration of the presence of 
mind that characterized Mrs. Milledge in 
her closing hours and also as an evidence 
of her love for the association, the last 
Stroke of her pen was to sign a check for 
$150 payable to the association. 

It was a rule adopted by the ladies at 
the time the lots belonging to the associa- 
tion were sold, and bond for titles given, 
that no lot could be occupied until the 
full sum was paid. Quite a number pre- 
ferred to make partial payments, thus giv- 
ing to the association the benefit of inter- 
est’ accruing. Mrs. Milledge was one of 
this number. The cost of the lot was $200, 
on which she paid $50 cash. A few days 
ago, realizing that the end was fast ap- 
proaching, she asked Colonel Milledge for 
her checkbook. As soon as she received it 
She raised herself up in bed and filled out 
the check, payable to Mrs. Olmstead, for 
both the principal and interest. She ex- 
plained to Colonel Milledge that her pur- 
pose in making out the check was to com- 
ply with the rules of the association, 


Removed to Captain R. H. Milledge’s,

The funeral of Mrs. Milledge will occur 
from St. Luke’s Episcopal church tomorrow 
afternoon at 4 o'clock and will be conducted 
by Bishop C. K. Nelson. 

Mrs. Milledge belonged to this €enomina- 
tion and was an active and earnest worker 
in the church. 

At the time of her death Mrs. Milledge 
was in her fifty-first year. She was born 
in Richmond, Va., and her maiden name 
was Miss Fannie Conway Robinson. It was 
during the winter of 1864 at Frederick hall 
that Colonel Milledge, who was then a dash- 
ing young officer in command of a battery, 
met her for the first time. He was ordered 
out on a campaign, however, and never saw 
her again until December, 1884. At the close 
of ithe war the ‘lovely young Virginia 
girl became his wife and they were mar- 
ried on the llth of July, 1865. 

During the twenty-nine years of their 
married life they never experienced the 
least jar or misunderstanding.
